WATER RESOURCES DEVELOPMENT ACT
OF 2016; CO-OP CONSUMER PROTECTION
ACT OF 2016

Committee on Rules: Full Committee held a hearing on
H.R. 5303, the “Water Resources Development Act
of 2016”; and H.R. 954, the “CO-OP Consumer
Protection Act of 2016”. The committee granted, by
voice vote, a closed rule for H.R. 954. The rule pro-
vides one hour of debate equally divided and con-
trolled by the chair and ranking minority member
of the Committee on Ways and Means. The rule
waives all points of order against consideration of the
bill. The rule provides that the amendment in the
nature of a substitute recommended by the Com-
mittee on Ways and Means now printed in the bill
shall be considered as adopted and the bill, as
amended, shall be considered as read. The rule
waives all points of order against provisions in the
bill, as amended. The rule provides one motion to
recommit with or without instructions. The Com-
mittee granted, by voice vote, a structured rule for
H.R. 5303. The rule provides one hour of general
debate equally divided and controlled by the chair
and ranking minority member of the Committee on
Transportation and Infrastructure. The rule waives
all points of order against consideration of the bill.
The rule makes in order as original text for purpose
of amendment an amendment in the nature of a sub-
stitute consisting of the text of Rules Committee
Print 114-65 and provides that it shall be consid-
ered as read. The rule waives all points of order
against that amendment in the nature of a sub-
stitute. The rule makes in order only those further
amendments printed in the Rules Committee report.
Each such amendment may be offered only in the
order printed in the report, may be offered only by
a Member designated in the report, shall be consid-
ered as read, shall be debatable for the time specified
in the report equally divided and controlled by the
proponent and an opponent, shall not be subject to
amendment, and shall not be subject to a demand
for division of the question. The rule waives all
points of order against the amendments printed in
the report. The rule provides that no further consid-
eration of the bill shall be in order except pursuant
to a subsequent order of the House. Additionally,
the rule provides that it shall be in order at any
time on the legislative day of September 29, 2016,
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or September 30, 2016, for the Speaker to entertain
motions that the House suspend the rules and that
the Speaker or his designee shall consult with the
Minority Leader or her designee on the designation
of any matter for consideration pursuant to this sec-
tion. Lastly, the rule waives clause 6(a) of rule XIII
(requiring a two-thirds vote to consider a rule on the
same day it is reported from the Rules Committee)
against any resolution reported through the legisla-
tive day of September 30, 2016, relating to a meas-
ure making or continuing appropriations for the fis-
cal year ending September 30, 2017. Testimony was
heard from Chairman Brady of Texas, Chairman Shu-
ster, and Representatives Levin, Smith of Nebraska,
Farenthold, Ribble, Boustany, Al Green of Texas,
Cramer, Kildee, McKinley, and Veasey.
